Mar3iancl  has  accomplished  unique 
results  by  its  successful  athletics  dur- 
ing 1915.  The  State  accepted  the  new 
doctrine  that  it  had  a  responsibility 
for  the  recreation  of  its  people  when 
the  Legislature  at  its  last  session  ap- 
propriated $4,000.00  to  the  Public 
Athletic  League  in  order  that  the 
League  might  extend  its  activities 
throughout  every  County  in  the  State. 

The  badge  test  for  the  individual 
is  three  athletic  events  in  which  every 
one  who  reaches  a  standard  receives 
an  award.  Having  attained  the  stand- 
ards he  "passes"  just  as  he  does  any 
subject  in  a  school  curriculum. 

Athletics  are  "the  social,  vigorous, 
fighting  plays  of  youth."  Games  de- 
velop social  qualities.  When  a  boy 
feels  a  responsibility  to  his  school  as 
its  representative,  he  learns  the  first 
lesson  of  being  a  member  of  society. 
Fair  play,  honesty  and  loyalty  to 
others  aie  more  easily  learned  by  ac- 
tive participation  in  games  than  by 
any  amount  of  reading  or  exhortation. 

Twenty  Counties  and  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  through  their  County  Su- 
perintendents and  Teachers  cooperated 
in  making  the  initial  year  successful 
not  only  in  promoting  the  meets,  but 
in  preparing  the  programs,  planning 
the  tracks  and  attending  to  countless 
details. 

Best  of  all,  the  Counlies  sent  their 
winners  at  their  own  expense  to  the 
State-wide  Olympiad,  June  1  1 .  Every 
boy  who  came  was  entertained  at  the 
home  of  some  friendly  city  dweller.

Gentlemen  :— 

The  Medical  Supervisor,  or  a  physician  under  his  direction, 
examined  the  competitors  at  the  county  athletic  meets  to  see  that 
no  one  participated  who  was  physically  unfit.  Where  time  allowed 
a  complete  medical  examination  was  made  to  discover  defects  which 
might  later  cause  serious  illness,  but  every  boy  was  obliged  to  be 
free  from  heart  disease  or  rupture.

The  parents  of  boys  in  need  of  care  were  notified  of  the  defect 
and  general  advice  was  given  as  to  procedure.  Hardly  any  of  the 
serious  defects  were  known  to  the  boys  or  their  parents. 

Already  16%  of  the  boys  have  reported  to  us  that  they  have 
been  treated.
